the minimum requirements inthe 
health area of the great society.” 

With these staggering figures, 
it is obvious that some carefully 
planned program must be initi- 
ated to meet the needs of the man= 
power shortage in the health ca= 
reer field, When we refer to 
“health career field,’” it should 
be remembered that inadditionto 
doctors, dentists, nurses, etc., 
there is also a need for thorough- 
ly trained personnel in para- 
medical vocations such as physi- 
cal therapists, laboratory tech= 
nicians, medical secretaries, 
medical librarians, medical so- 
cial workers and scores of others 
who become involved inthe over- 
all and extended care of any sick 
person, 

After careful research by both 
Official and voluntary agencies 
concerned with this problem such 
as the Massachusetts Heart As= 
sociation, it appears that it is 
necessary to stimulate interest in 
health careers in schoolchildren 
by means of carefully planned 
programs designed to draw the at= 
tention of our young people tothe 
career opportunities available to 
them in the health field, 


Through the cooperation of 
school superintendents and guid 
ance counselors, many schools 
already have educational mater- 
ial, films, and qualified speakers 
included as part of their curric- 
ulum to stimulate and guide their 
students in choosing and planning 
their careers, This activity will 
have to be greatly increased if we 
are to realize our goals. 

In some instances, hospitals 
themselves have instigated pro- 
grams for interested students. 
Groups of students are brought to 
the hospital for a conference and 
are usually handled on a “‘team’® 
approach, For example, ina nurs- 
ing session, the student would be 
introduced to a surgical nurse, a 
bedside care nurse, a psychiatric 
nurse, an obstetrical nurse, anda 
pediatric nurse, Each different 
aspect of nursing would be dis- 
cussed and the session would then 
be turned over to the students to 
ask questions on any phase of 
nursing of interest to them. 

The above are just two exam= 
ples of how conscious efforts are 
being made to meet the demands 
for trained personnel in the health 
field, If we are to fully meet the 
demands in years tocome, a con= 


tinuing program stimulating in- 
terest in the health career field 
must be developed and maintained 
to its fullest, In addition, it may 
be necessary to make training 
more readily available to those 
who are qualified, by the develop- 
ment of many more in-service 
training programs, by expanded 
scholarship programs and by 
the establishment of additional 
courses and programs in our 


schools of continuing education, 
The challenge is great, It must 
be met if we are to fulfill our 
commitment to providethe maxi= 
mum in health care for all our 


people,

PROJECTS TO HELP MAKE MASSACHUSETTS BEAUTIFUL 


Every single penny of 
$1,402,808 allocated in fiscal 
1967 by the Federal Government 
to Massachusetts for scenic ‘‘en- 
hancement” of roadsides was 


committed by Saturday, June 30, 
end of the fiscal year, State DPW 
Commissioner Edward J. Ribbs 
reported to Governor John A, 
Volpe today. 


Work completed ortobe under- 
taken under the program com- 
prised 12 extensive landscaping 
projects and the creation of seven 
new roadside rest areas—every~ 
where from the Capetothe Berk- 
shires. In addition, there were 
five contracts advertised for the 
screening of automobile junk~ 
yards in eight areas of the Com=- 
monwealth, 

Massachusetts was the first 
state in the nation to submit to 
the Federal Bureau of Public 
Roads _a comprehensive state=- 
wide system of Scenic Roads 
and Parkways, a first require- 
ment for obtaining federal funds 
for this purpose, 


GUIDING FLOWERING SHRUBS 


Early summer is the ideal time 
to improve the shape of many 
flowering shrubs and to increase 
their probable flowering produc- 
tion next year. The Massachu- 
setts Nurserymen’s Association 
suggests that most flowering 
shrubs be given some pruning 
after they have completed their 
flowering display. 

Small shrubs will not require 
the removal of much wood, but 
they will be healthier if crossing 
or diseased branches ‘are taken 
out of the plant before greater 
damage occurs. Slender and open 
plants will grow thicker this year 
if tips of existing branches are 
removed to encourage more 
branching. 


Shrubs .which have reached 


their proper height may be kept 
in shape attractively by remov- 
ing one quarter of the biggest, 
oldest branches right down tothe 
base ofthe plant and then shorten- 
ing the longest remaining shoots. 
This removal pruning will pro- 
duce a more natural shape than 
the more common shearing of the 
tips of all the branches, and it 
will develop more young branches 
which will bear more flowers in 
the future, 

Most of the spring flowering 
shrubs, should be pruned in June 
or July, and the summer flower- 
ing types can be pruned in the 
fall or the early spring. 

Forsythia, spirea, honeysuckle 
and mockorange are more likely 
to need firm pruning than the 
slower-growing azaleas, dwarf 
deutzia, and flowering almond, 

Most shrubs are pruned with 
short or long handled pruning 
shears, Heavy branches may need 
a narrow bladed saw, and light 
tips can be cut with a pruning 
knife. Most pruning wounds less 
than half an inch in diameter 
normally do not need to be 
treated, Larger wounds, andeven 
small wounds on weakened 
shrubs, should be covered with 
tree healing paint until the new 
bark has grown over to protect 
against infections.
